The body of a man identified

yesterday. Last night the I tody o f a 
woman identified as Duffy’s 
wife, 
was found on a davenport in 
their 
apartment. 
Duffv had been shot through 
the 
head. The woman also had been shot 
through the head, apparently while 
she slept. 
Search is being made for Mr. and 
Airs. Jack Horton, who -hared the 
apartment with the Duffys. 
Mr-. Duffy and Mrs. Horton 
arc 
from Loui-viile, Kv., police said. 
Police are at a loss for the mo­ 
tive in the double killing. Jealousy 
was advanced by 
some 
detectives, 
while other- believe the victims were 
involved in -ome way in 
Chicago's 
beer war. 
Officers in Louisville, Indianapolis, 
Philadelphia. Berkeley, Calif., 
and 
other cities have been asked to help 
n the hunt for the Horton- and to 
help find the motive in the affair.

iraetiee of -elling the weed to school 
uipils, and those under the full 
of 21 years. 


The word of warning 
that 
was 
mssed along stated that “the grand 
iurv would soon be in session.” ' 


School teachers and parents have 
made eon-iderable complaint recent­ 
ly. it i- known, and the persoi who 
ntends to pre-s the matter, ha- first 
wished to give {he warning to dealers 
and asks their co-operation without 
having to face a charge in court. 
Parent- in some instances are to 
blame, and child neglect charge- may 
be preferred, while in other 
eases 
iduhs who are responsible for 
the 
sale or givvtg ot cigarettes to min­ 
or-, may be charged with encourag­ 
ing delinquency, it was stated. 


The law is strict, and rea d s in part 
‘‘Anyone who sells or gives cignrette- 
inder any eir nm-tam-e to a 
child 
under If» years, may be fined $"»00 
ind given six months in jail. 
The 
penalty for selling to children b e ­ 
tween 16 and ‘21 years may be a tine 
of $100 and sixty days in jail."

Investigation of Financial Affairs of 


Governor M'Cray is Concluded 


After 10 Days Sitting

at Greenville, Ohio, last September. 


Webb is alleged to have confessed 
that Carter kilied the sheriff. 
The 
men hare been identified by 
Fick- 
horn as tin* robbers 
who stole his 
car, which was later abandoned near 
Hamilton and recovered by the ow ­ 
ner. 
They 
also have been identi­ 
fied as the men seen in the woods 
on the Glen Lose farm, where the 
sheriff was killed, on the morning of 
the murder. 
The officer was shot 
when he attempted to approach and 
I question two men whose suspicious 
actions had attracted attention. 


TO R EP O R T ON O TH ER C A S E S

Indianapolis, Ind., Fa b. 23— Aftei 
a ten days’ investigation o f the fin­ 
ancial affairs of Governor McCray, 
the federal grand jury waq, ready to 
make its report to Judge Anderson 
today.* 
During the present session of the 
grand jury 150 bunkers representing 
institutions with which the governor 
had dealings were before the grand 
jury. 
It was believed the investigation 
was to determine whether there had 
been any violation of tin* postal laws 
by the 
governor in 
the 
financial 
statements he sent to hanks to ob­ 
tain credit. 
Homer Elliott, district 
attorney, 
said the grand jury was ready to 
repeat on several cases, but declin­ 
ed to discuss the McCray case. 
Clarence W. Nicholas, special pro­ 
secutor for the Marion county crim­ 
inal court, said McCray will go to 
trial on March 4 on an indictment 
charging him with embezzlement of 
$155,000 of the funds of the -tate 
hoard of agriculture, regardless of 
any 
action that may be tak<»n by 
the federal court.

been discovered by the postofliee de­ 
partment and a fraud order [»laced 


ahi five Chicago firms as a result, it 
was learned here today. 
Tin* five firms, which specialized in 
the -ale of automobile tire- by mail 
and which advertised extensively in 
farm journals, that have 
a 
large 
number o f readers in this section of 
tin* state, are said to have victimized 
resiilents of rural districts for hun- 
dreds e>f thousands of dollars on 
a 
scheme, which on its very face 
did 
not appear bona fide. 


In Bartholomew county, one 
in­ 
stance has been brought to light, and 
thi* following from the Columbus Re­ 
publican may bring out Rush county 
buyers of the tires that were never 
delivered. The dispatch is as follows: 
The local postoffice 
department, 
through which thousand of dollars 
worth of mcney orders go out each 
week to mail order concerns, ha- re­ 
ceived one complaint from a 
local 
man who was a victim of the 
<*ut 
price tire fake. The majority o f per- 
sons, who “bite” on a thing of this 
kind and lose, usually 
keep 
still 
about it and for that reason it is im- 
possible to in any way determine just 
how many were victimized by 
the 
scheme, it is pointed out. 
The plan of the tire company, con­ 
cerning which the 
complaint 
was 
launched, appears rather crude but 
seems to have successfully obtain *d 
the money, the thing sought. In the 
advertisement a standard tire 
for 
Ford automobiles was quoted at 
a 
remarkably low price, about 
two- 
thirds of what it can be bought for 
from reputable concerns. This was 
the “bait”. The “catch” in the pro- 
position was than an advance of $2 
was required and then, according to 
the advertised plan, ihe tire would 
be sent by parcel post, collect on de­ 
livery. 
The money was sent but the 
tire 
did not conn*. Investigation disclosed 
i that tliA* money ordei for $2 had been 
cashed. A formal demand was made 
cn the concern lor either the money 
or the tin* but no reply was received. 
In the meantime it was learned that 
tin* tin* company, along with 
four 
others had been given what tin* post- 
office department calls a “fraud or­ 
der”.

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Better Chance In 1924

New York, Feb. 23^-Better piteh- 


ing and a corresponding decrease in 
mile and two-mile hitting may result 
from the • decision of*the major lea-, 
gue executive to be ~mor.e thrifty in 
the use of balls next season. 


Since the rule was passed against 


any and all kinds of tampering with 
the ball, the umpires had beeomb al- 
most fanatical in keeping in play a 
spotless ball, which, in the 'strictest 
interpretaton of the .rules, could 
mean nothing but a new ball. 


After a ^ball had been slightly 


turf-stained or roughed up a little 
by a smack against the wire or the 
stands, it was thrown out of play 
and a new .ball tossed to the pit- 
cher. Batters could protest- against 
a ball and ^invariably it would be 
thrown out, even if there, was a ques 
tion about it. 


This resulted not only in a very 


material increase of, expenses in pro- 
viding balls, Jbut- it" imposed a handi- 
cap upon all the pitchers, as every 
one who has handled a baseball 
knows it is much'more difficult to 
control or put a hop on a new ball 
than it is on one that has been 
roughed up enough to get a tight 
purchase on it. 


Veteran pitchers,or those with sev- 


eral years' big league experience, 
were better able to meet the handi- 
cap than young pitchers coming up 
from minor leagues, where the um- 


pires vvera not so opposed -to the 
keeping in play of a used ball. 


There seems to bn little jdonbt a- 


inong the players that fche Ball is 
more lively than it used to be and, 
of course, this contributed toward 
the increase in long hitting, but the 
lively,ball could not have been en- 
tirely responsible for the general 
let down of pitching. 


.American League umpires were 


ordered by Ban Johnson late last 
season to keep the bulls in play as 
long as possible, and is it understood 
that National League umpires will 
be instructed to do the same nest 
season. 


There are.no figures to show what 


effect J6hnsonrs orders had on hit- 
ting last season, bat the pitchers 
agree that. they were able to pitch 
better with used balls.
